London, Sept. 23.—The protest of tbe 


London bankers against the policy of the 
bank of England announcing Its willing- 
ness to maintain one fifth of its bullion 
reserve in silver, was presented to tbe 
bank today. This organized movement 
has been begun to induce other commer- 
cial bodies to protest. High officials who 
participated in the negotiations between 
tbe United States bimetallic commission- 
ers and the British cabinet, said today to 
a representative of the Associated Press: 
"I fear that tbe bankers will frighten tbe 
government into receding from its stand 
for bimetallism. They have forgotten 
that parliament unanimously resolved to 
enact measures to secure a stable pnr of 
exchaLge between gold and silver.

BANEY'S CONFESSION WAS FIXED 


Exposo of the Recent Efforts to Free 


Preacher Efinshaw. 


Indianapolis, lad., Sept. 23.—The effort 


to free Preacher Hlnshaw through the 
confession of Noab Baney, that tbe mur- 
der of Mrs. Hlnshaw hsd been'oommitteil 
by Guy Van Tassel, "Kid" Whitney and 
himself, received a severe set back today, 
when Baney's 
brother-in law, Short, 


made a public statement, declaring that 
the alleged cobfesslon was a put up job, 
and giving complete details of tbe deal 
between Baney and hlmselt and tbe at- 
torneys of Hinshaw, by which the confes- 
sion wise brought out. He declares that 
tbe idea of pretending knowledge ot tbe 
crime was first put in Baney's head by an 
old convict named Short, who suggested 
it to Bauey as an easy method of gaining 
the confidence of tbe prison officials and 
getting a chance to escape. Baney did es- 
caoe by his scheme, but was recaptured. 
Short tells how Hinshaw prepared plans 
of tbo bonce and coached Baney in bis 
story Baney was to get $2000, and Short 
was to get $600, but the latter declares 
that Baney had" got nothing and he has 
got but $95.

NEW vFUEL FOR SKIPS. 


Substance Called Mnnot ^ncoeHsInl 


Tried in Europo. 


In the future we may be .importing 


inasut instead of exporting coal. Masut 
is a by-product in thedi&til'.atioQ of raw 
petroleum. It is, also n anufactured 
from a cheap, brown ccal f Dnnd in Sax- 
ony. There has been, until recently, 
great trouble in finding a furnace suit- 
able for burnicq- it. It if. now blov>n 
by steam into a special furnace, on the 
principle of the LucigL-n li^ht, and usec 
without difficulty. 
It is 40 or 3D per 


cent, cheaper than coal, and i« 20 pei 
cent, better as a heat laker. Steam 
can be got up quicker and kept at a 
higher pressure and more work be done 
by the machinery. From a naval potut 
of view the&e are 
vitally important 


facts. Xo sign of a ship under 
full 


steam will be shown in the sky, for 
masut is a smokeless fuel. Russia and 
Italy are using it in their navies, and 
Germany has lately made, some valu- 
able experiments. ,At Kiel, Wilhelm- 
shaven and Danzig- are tanks from 
which it can be pumped into ships. Its 
specific gravity being so much less than 
that of coal, a ship's buoyancy is great- 
ly increased when the bunkers are filled 
with it. Heavier armor or cargoes can 
to'carried. The heating capacity be- 
ing greater, the ship can travel faster 
or farther. It is yet to be learned what 
improvements the Germans have intro- 
duced into their furnaces and what are 
the disadvantages of masut.—Chicago 
Inter Ocean. 


A certain Kussian, Count Karnice, 


went through a painful and unusual 
experience several years ago. A young 
daughter, lo whom he was devotedly at- 
tached, lUld apparently euccunibed to 
some serious malady, and was about to 
be buried. Just at the moment when 
the first clods of earth fell u^on hei 
coffin, so tine story gxaes, she betrnyeQ 
signs of life; in precisely what manner 
the public is not informed. Instantly 
;he work of interment was interrupted, 
ind the prompt measures which were 
token for the resuscitation of the girl 
pioved successful. As can be readily 
rnagined, this incident produced a pro- 
found impression upon the affectionate 
father; and it may well be believed that 
thereafter he had but one fixed idea, in 
life—the invention of such a system ol 
sepuloher as would preclude not only 
the possibility of sud am-unhaQppy mis- 
fake in other cases, but would- render 
untenable even a suspicion'that a blun- 
der had been committed. 


It ought to be remembered, in hpite 


of all which has been written on tht 
subject of premature burial, that, the 
best medical 
authorities, prouounct 


popular anxiety on this subject ground- 
less. 
They say, with a positheriest, 


\v<hieh ought to command general con- 
fidence, that the

in their indications to leave any roc;:, 
for doubt, when a competent physici.ii. 
has once g-iven'his verdict. Tie chant's 
of anyone being buried alive, in iuv\ 
civilized, community where there has 
been proper attendance of the sick, if 
to-day t.o exceedlingly remote as to 
amount to an impossibility. Howe\ei 
interested one may be in the awful or- 
deal to which Count Karnice was sub- 
jected, and in the result of the studies 
into whicti it naturally led him, there-

(The Apparatus Prepared for Actual TJse.1

fore, it is quile sufe- to disbelieve in tht 
need of any such apparatus as that 
which he eventually devised, and to 
regard1 the liussiau himself as a harm 
less monomaniac. 
, 


Count Ka-rnice came to Paris a few 


weeks ago and presented his invention 
to the city authorities. There is no in- 
dication that his hope of seeing it in- 
troduced iiit-o a«:tual use in the cem- 
eteries of the French capital will ever 
be realized; birt the newspapers hav« 
found' a fresh, though ghastly, bit oj 
news in the incident. 


In the Karnice system of interment 


it is proposed to provide the coffin with 
a small circular opening in thetop,<just 
above the. chest of its occupant. A 
metal lid is kept in place over'this hole 
by means of a spring. At the cemetery, 
just before throwing earth into the 
grave, an undertaker's assistant raises 
the lid and adjusts to the opening in the 
coffin the lower end, of an upright tube, 
«which terminates at the level of the 
earth above in a tightly closed box. 
There protrudes through the tube be- 
low a small glass bulb which just 
touches the breast of the inclosed body. 
If, now, the latter should make anj 
movement, as in respiration, a slight 
pressure would be exerted upon the 
bulb, and this contact would immedi- 
ately produce several results at the sur- 
face of the earth. 


A spring would be released which 


would throw the cover of the box open, 
thus admitting air and light to the tube. 
At the same time a loud electric gong 
would be set rining, a small flagstaff 
would be lifted from a horizontal Jxa a 
vertical position, and an electric light 
would be turned on. Some of these sig- 
nals would, of course, attract attention, 
whether they be put in operation by 
day or by night; and the presumption 
is that for a fortnight a special watch 
would be maintained. Count Karnice is 
satisfied that, if any signs of life are to 
be afforded, they will certainly appear 
within 15 days. If, therefore, at the 
end of that time nothing has happened, 
he would have the tube and other ap- 
paratus withdrawn from the grave. The 
metal cover would then automatically 
close over the opening in the coffin, and 
burial would become final. 


A journalistic advocate of the adop- 


tion by the city of Paris of this scheme 
iitf. computed the probable cost. On*> 
piece of apparatus, he says, would cost 
about eight dollars. The^verag-e num- 
ber of burials per day is 200, and iu 15 
days would amount to about 3,000. In- 
as much as the device can oe used over 
.and over again, after withdrawal from 
a grave, it would be necessary to pro- 
vide only 3.0QO altogether, and those 
would cost $24,000. By assessing the 
families for whose benefit the invention 
was employed, however, the expense 
would soon be offset completely. Still, 
if a solitary rescue should be effected 
in consequence of the use of this ap- 
paratus at any time within the first few 
months no doubt the public would con- 
sider the outlay fully justified, even if 
there were no reimbursement. But as 
yet Paris does not evince faith in tie 
necessity for employing- any such pre- 
caution.

SOME CAUSES OF LONGEVITY. 


More Old People Found In Aarrlcnl- 


tnral Places Than in Cities. 


A German statistician -who has made 


ongevity statistics the special subject 
jf careful researches recently 
puf> 


isn,ed the result of his investigations in 
an interesting article. On account of 
he difficulty of obtaining full data in 
regard to the conditions surrounding 
auh ease of longevity on record, the 
[eductions as to the causes favorable 
>r unfavorable to longevity are neces- 
>ariiy hy pothetical. 
The figures ch- 


ained by the statistician seem to indi- 
iite, however, that climate and the de- 
ree of civilization'are among tbe inobt 
uiportaiit factors • influencing lon- 
gevity. More people of over 100 years 
are found in the mild zone of southern 
Europe than in the higher latitudes. 
vith their long and severe winters. In 
countries with a highly developed civ- 
lization comparatively fewer cases oE 
ongevity are found than in more primi- 
ive countries. The statistics also show 
ihat in agricultural countries the per- 
centage of people over JOO years old is 
•reater than in countries principally 
devoted to industries. Some of the fig- 
ures collected are, indeed, surprising.

man empa-e has a population of about 
•0,000,000. Among them there are only 
78 who have passed the hundredth, year.

JOO.OOO, can boast o£ 213 persons who 
lave celebrated their centennial in 
good health.

industrial1 beehive of Belgium, only 
two in sea girt Denmark, and not 
a single one in Switzerland, with its 
snow-clad mountains. 


Figures from Russia, Austria and 


Italy could not be obtained. For Rus- 
tia no census has ever been taken, and 
data as to the age of Individuals are 
unreliable in that country, unless they 
are based upon oflicial researches. Such 
cases would, of course, not enable a 
statistician to use them as a foundation 
for any comparison. In Austria and 
Italy local censuses have been made, 
but thej' were mostly confined to cities 
and certain industrial districts, and no 
complete figures could be obtained. 


The most astonishing figures are fur- 


nished by the south of Europe. Spain, 
with a population of about 18,000,000, 
has 401 people over 100 years of age. 
Even more favorable to longevity the 
climate of the Balkans seems to be. 
Servia, with a total population of about 
8,250,000, has no less than 575 people 
who have passed the century mark; 
Eoumania, with a population of 5,800,- 
000, 1,084, and Bulgaria, with a popula- 
tion of 3,300,000, even 3,883. In one 
3 ear (1892) there were 350 persons of 
more than 100 years included in the 
mortality reports of Bulgaria. In tho 
minute kingdom of Servia there were 
according to the census of 1892, 290 per- 
sons between 106 and 115 years of age, 
153 between 115 and 125 years, 18 be- 
tween 125 and 135 and three between 
135 and 140. 


The question,vwho is the oldest per- 


son in the world ? has often been asked, 
and every now and then some claim in 
that respect is set up in favor of some 
individual of uncertain age. A few 
years ago a report went through the 
continental piress of Europe saying that 
in Russiaaman had been found who had 
reached the ripe old. age of 160 years. 
However, no proofs were given for that 
assertion. According to the researches 
of the German statistician, the oldest 
person in the world, whose age has 
been proved beyond a doubt, is Bruno 
Cotrim, a negro, who was born in Af- 
rica 150 years ago and now lives in Rio 
de Janeiro. Kext comes'a coachman in 
Moscow, with 140 years to his authen- 
ticaljy established record. The oldest 
woman in the world is 130 years old, but 
does not want to have her name men- 
tioned, because she thinks that there 
are many older women in this world 
who might feel offended if the palm 
were awarded to her.—Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Tribune.

Buffalo BIll'B Wild West Show on the 


Streets of JDecatur—Two Fxtiibitlons. 


t Buffalo Bill and bis eroat Wild Wost 
show, combined with a representation of 
the military and rough riding people of 
all nationa,arrlved in Decatnr at 5 o'clock 
tbia morning trout Sprlnzflold, and to- 
night, after the last performance at tbo 
raoe track, wl'l leave for Danville to en- 
tertain and delight tbe maseos at that 
town on the Vermilion creek. A great 
throng of young and old people were at 
tbe Wabasb crossing to view tbe interest- 
ing work of unloading tbe shew outfit for 
transfer to the show ground, and later 
tbe streets of tbe city were lined with tbe 
multitude to witness tb<> splendid parade. 
It appeared shortly after 10 o'clock, with 
Col. W. F. Cody In the lead, seated In a 
handsome rig which was a gift to him 
while he was In tbe old country 
Behind 


him in hla place was the llverod attend 
ant, tbere to do the bidding of his master 
In case of necessity. Buffalo Bill did tbe 
driving. Tbe colonel wore his frontier 
costume, and bowed to those along tbe 
route wbo waved their band to him or 
called out bia name. Following tbe col- 
onel came a One band, Indians, the Ger- 
man lancers, electric light engines, Mexi- 
cans, French officers, Bedouins, Cossacks, 
Unlte'd States cavalry troop and tbe heavy 
and light artillery pieces and. another 
band. There was u magnlf cent display of 
well-kept horses and ponies Tbe uniforms 
were correct and everything pertaining 
to the different representations were bril- 
liant and full of Interest to tbe people. 
Tbe parade waa a striking novelty. It 
was different from anything In tbe circus 
line. 


Tbe first performance was given at tbe 


raoe track tbia afternoon. Tbe exhibition 
cannot be properly classed with what Is 
termed a "show," In the ordinary accept- 
ance of that term.
